Pumphrey, Mullem snd Willls
Allmack, who wers In the restaimant at
the time, fled on the 3 o'cleck Rock lsland
traln and finally landed in Bt Louiw
Hera Mullen and Pumphrey communicatsd
with thalr parents and Mullén's fester
father went te St Louls and took the bay
to his home In Lénox, Ia., whate he was
aftorward arrested and told his stery, -
plicating Pumphrey as the prinaipal
Pumphrey secuired some money from his
mother at SL Josshph and assoming &b
allas went to Memphis and aftarward to &
small summer refort in Arkanses, where
ha was later arrested. Allmack was ar
rested In Bt Louis. Pumphrer refussd to
discuss the case with the autherities until
ha was placed on the witness atand. HMe
demied that elther he or Allmack ¥new
snything about the killing until they saw
Mulien beating the Chinaman with a club.
